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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Status of Application 

Claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 has been amended. 

Claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 are presented for examination. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7, 9, and 1 1 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 04/1 1/2008, with respect to claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 4 and 6 under

35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd Paragraph and the rejections of claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has amended the claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 to overcome the prior art 
rejections based on Smalley et al. (US 2002/00981 35 A1 ) and Iyer et al. (US 7,261 ,871 
B2) in the Office Action dated 12/12/2007. 

The closest prior art on record - Kishinevsky et al. (Chemical Materials, 2002) 
teaches catalytic transformation of carbon black to carbon nanotubes but fails to teach a 
structure with no hollow core or the reduction of the nickel catalyst. 

Conclusion 

Claims 4, 6, 8, and 10 are allowed. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7, 9, and 1 1 have been cancelled.
